Storing Apples in G 


New System Said to be Superior to 
Cold Storage. 

In storing apples there is a very 
interesting alternative to cold storage, 
known as “gas storage.” The apples 
are placed in an airtight chamber fill- 
ed with the gas produced by the “res- 
piration” of the apples themselves. An 
ustrument is used to deter- 
ther at any time the propor- 
tion of carbon dioxide in this gas be- 
comes excessive, and when that condi- 
urs air is admitted to dilute 
the gas. The air is kept in slow cir- 
culation by its own temperature vari- 
ations and means are taken to remove 
excess of moisture, It is stated that 
this system doubles the time during

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Certain diseases of plants have been 


To Be Returned successfully combatted by the produc- 


tion of resistant varietics. This is 
the case with flax wilt, cabbage yel- 
lows, melon-wilt, etc. 

A systematic effort has been made 
to secure “and test every variety of 
wheat for which rust resistance has 
been claimed anywhere, In addition, 
I have tested hundreds of varieties 
from nearly every wheat growing 
country of the world. The tests 
were made not only in the field over 
a series of years, but also in the 
greenhouse where the plants were 
inoculated artificially and where con- 
ditions can bé& made much more fav- 
orable for rust development than in 
the field. 

Out of all the varicties treated less 
than a dozen showed true resistance, 
and of these none are of commercial 
value for other reasons unless it be 
one or two of the macaroni type 
whose drawbacks are familiar. Prac 
tically all the resistant varieties are 
durums or enuners. No consistently 
resistant bread wheats have been 
found. ‘ 

When resistant varicties were first 
secured, crossing experiments were at 
once begun. Without going into de- 
tails it may be said that we showed 
conclusively that resistance was 
transmitted in crosses and appeared 
in a certain proportion of the second 
generation hybrids. At least ecight- 
ninths of the second generation plants 
are wholly susceptible and many 
show intermediate grades of resist- 
ance. In one series of experiments, 
for example, 214 second generation 
hybrids were quite susceptible, while 
only 21 were resistant. It was also 
conclusively shown that the resistance 
present in a few of the hybrids was 
combined with many at least of the 
good qualities of the standard variety 
with which the cross had been made. 

The production of good resistant 
varicties appeared therefore to be 
merely a question of making cnough 
crosses and ralsing enough hybrid 
plants to secure the one resistant 
plant which would have all the other 
desirable qualities. It was recogniz- 
ed that this would be a big task be- 
cause of the small percentage of re- 
sistant hybrids and because of the 
small percentage of these resisters 
which would possess the desirable 
qualities of the standard parent. Very 
large numbers were raised and tested 
and already in 1919 hybrids had been 
secured which were quite resistant 
here at Saskatoon and which at the 
same tigae looked very good in re- 
gard to the other qualities. 

The prospects were completely 
changed by a very interesting but 
very disappointing discovery. We 
had found that pure varieties which 
had proved resistant for several years 
had suddenly appeared quite suscept- 
ible. We had supposed that this 
was due to some defect in our work— 
some unknown lack of precautions. 
But in 1919 it occurred again for one 
of our best strains had several of our 
hybrids. It then became probable 
and since has been abundantly proved 
that the discrepancies were due to 
different strains of rust-strains which 
differ only.in the virulence of their at- 
tacks on particular varieties of wheat.

Amundsen is Back After Winter With 
Icebound Steamer. 

Captain. Amundsen arrived at 
Nome, Alaska, recently. His ship, 
the Maud, which wintered at Cape 
Serge, Siberia, lost her propeller in 
the ice, and she is expected to reach 
Nome some time this summer for re- 
pairs. The explorer, noted for his 
discovery of the South Pole, and his 
many Arctic and Antarctic voyages, 
said he would continue his efforts 
next year to reach the North Pole by 
drifting with Arctic ice floes as soon 
as repairs to his vessel were complet- 
ed. He spent the winter on board 
the Maud with one native and three 
white companions, and said the party 
experienced few vicissitudes, He 
reached Nome on the trading schoon- 
er Herman, which picked him up at 
East Cape, Siberia.
